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Both Moscow and. PyonQjrang radios appeiar to be narlcing tlue In counientinf; on 
developnentd In Korea « Mbziltcxred coiomsntarles frc^ Moscow this week Include 
a if amiliar denunciation of the "sun-point" elections on lO May, an equally- 
familiar denunciation hy Danliov of the U.S. for its refusal to withdraw troops, 
and prosaic comments on North Korea by a Soviet musldlan who visited Pyongyang^ . 
Wonsan, and Charv;on, Mosqov and TASS report the Seoul press announoement that 
three members of the erstwhile Japanese administrative staff returned to. Seoul 
on 8 June "on a secret mission"; since such reports fit readily into one phase 
of the Soviet, attack on i^merlcan occupatlpn' policies, I.e., the U.S. relics on 
the Japanese who are "bated" by the I^eans, the "secret mission" may be 
maximized In subsequent turoadcasts. 

The Soviet- controlled transmitter at Pyongyang departs from its charaoterlstio 
preoccupation with dcmestip affairs; This may be an indication that it, too, 
la wa it irg , for something or someone, either in l-feshlngton, Seoul, or Moscov; 
to resolve the stalemate in the power issue and the formation of a Korean 
Government. . Deliberations of the* National i^ssembly in Seoul are followed with 
an air of derisive, but Jaundiced, interest. 

a, B adio Pyongyang I<3otaB at the World ! Eadlo Pyongyang's characteristic 
provlnb'la'llsm insofar as cananentarles are concerned appears to be lessening. 
Broadcasts monitored in the past week discuss such events as the Eome session 
of the V/STU and Ernest Beyln's speech at the Scarborough session of the Labor 
Party. \Ieek in and week out, until very recently, Pyongyang's "Commentary 
Committee" has prepairad tallcs only on subjects bearing directly on the Korean 
situation. News dlspatdhes, however, utilized ZASS reports of d.evelopments in 
other parts of the globe and continue to do so. 

Commentaries monitored In the past week have fallen Into two broad categories, 

those cri'tioizlng the United States and Britain and tbcse praising the IBSE, 
Thus a coMientary reporting Chinese students ' dissatisfaction with -American 
paiioioa in Japan falls obviously Into the first-named category v/hile a talk 
entitled "The Soviet Army Is a Bulv;ark of Peace aiuL Security of the World and 
tljp Symbol Of Freedom and Emancipation" falls as obviously into the second, , In 
the first-named catetory,alao, is a l^J- June commentary describing America's 
"Imperialistic,.,, trampling dovm" of the rights o£ such "small nations" as 
Greece, Indonesia, China, Palestine, and France. The charges range from the 
use of poison gas in Indonesia to the usurping of the Stench market for auto- , . 
mobiles, A series of broadcasts describing "the new demooraoiefl""faU^ Into the 
second oategbry; it opened on l'^ June with a talk on Yugoslavia, 

The discussion of Chinese students' attitudes is attributed to TASS and KKP 
(North Korean Press) but briefer discussions of the U.S. elections, the pending ' 
economic crisis in- America (which is said to result from over-production]^ the 
criticism of Bevin, and the report of the TflFTU meeting have contained no such 
acknowledgement and may be presumed to have been prepared by I^ongyang staff 
member8-«on the basis of TASS and/or NKF dispatches, however. 
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ConsDieiit on Korean affairs follova. tho faiaillar pattern of underscoring in 
vltriollo, emotional terms alleged American malfeasance in the occupation of 
South ICbrea, Broadcasts reiterate, the claim that "General' Hodge forced the 10 
May elections at gun point" and that the Natipml Aasemhly, formed suT)seq.uent 
to the election, is a "coxintry-ioiiiiirig" organization composed of "freaks," The 
adjective "country-ruining'' is applied In description of almost any American 
move, "but chiefly used to Impugn th© elect Ion and the Assemhly; it is used 
vith off-hand repetitioxisness as, if to hulid up a permanent ' association T)etvwen 
"Amei'icans" and the ruin of Korea, 

The question pf payment for electric- povrer is offered as another example of 
American vioiouanesa. Broadcasts allege that American litperialists 'have shown 
that they "have no intention of paying North Korea"; they review the history 
of the conflict repeatedly and progressively revise downward the portion of the 
hilt already paid, Pyongyang originally acknowledged that the Seoul administra- 
tion had paid 23 percent of the account; the latest version is hut 1? perceiit. 


Americans, and Korean "traitors," are proflteeriie from the power situation, tha 
Sovidt-controlled transmitter reiterates, rurthermcre. General Hodge, and other 
"daylight bandits" are said. to "oe "blowing a sinister bugle" to- disguise their 
"plottlngs" and to oast blame on the Soviet zone. In addition, Amerlcains and

Pyongyang's ordinarily primary concern, the vmdersoorlng of the contrast in 
■ alleged conditions" In the American and Soviet zones, receives somewhat less 
attentibn than has been customary. It is evident, however, in reports of the 
arrival in North Korea of two cutters from the South Korean fleet, in reports 
of the poverty of South Korean farmers, and in reports of the distribution of 
a movie Just concluded In Pyongyang depicting the "brilliant democrat lo 
achl-evemexxbs" of' North Korea.
